Boer  Parlors  Would  Be  No  Improvement  Here 


ON  May  30  Victoria  voters  will  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  indicate  whether  or 
not  they  wish  beer  parlors  to  be 
lictnsed  here.  The  plebiscite  Is  limited  to 
that  question  alone.  It  has  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  cocktail  bars,  legalised  sale 
of  liquor  with  meals  or  any  other  kind  of 
liquor  reform,  about  which  there  has  been 
a good  deal  of  controversy. 

The  issue  therefore  Is  a simple  one:  Do 
Victorians  wish  to  see  in  their  city  estab- 
lishments of  the  kind  catering  to  the  bcer- 
drlnklng  public  In  downtown  Vancouver? 
In  1939.  the  last  occasion  on  which  this 
question  was  put  to  the  vote,  the  beer  par- 
lor system  was  rejected  by  a substantial 
majority.  Population  has  Increased  and 
changed  somewhat  In  the  interim,  but  for 
all  the  12,000  signatures  to  the  latest  peti- 
tion for  a plebiscite,  there  seems  little  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  people  are  any  more 
demwis  now  of  altering  the  character  of 
the  city  than  they  were  then. 

The  beer  parlor  system  has  little  to  com- 


mend It;  and  ironically  these  often  sordid 
drinking  places  are  a negation  of  the  alms 
of  those  responsible  a quarter  of  a century 
ago  for  the  rules  now  prevailing.  Instead  of 
encouraging  moderation  through  the  ex- 
clusion of  everything  conducive  to  con- 
viviality. the  system  does  the  exact  opposite; 
It  changes  the  drinking  of  beer  from  the 
friendly,  leisurely  pastime  It  should  be  into 
a grim,  purposeful  business,  the  sad  conse- 
quences of  which  are  all  too  obvious  at 
closing  time. 

There  have  been  statements,  and  un- 
doubtedly they  will  be  repeated  before  May 
30.  that  the  opening  of  beer  parlors  here 
would  stimulate  tourist  traffic  and  enhance 
the  city  in  the  eyes  of  visitors.  It  is  hard  to 
Imagine  how  first-time  visitors  to  rooms  of 
the  type  this  province  allows  could  take 
away  anything  bbt  a low  estimation  of  Brit- 
ish Columbians’  drinking  habits  In  public. 
Until  the  Liquor  Act  Itself  Is  overhauled, 
beer  parlors  would  be  likely  to  do  more 
harm  than  good.

^ ^ new  settlers  in  Canada  who  come  from 
Central  European  countries  knowing  no 
English.  Until  they  do  become  proficient 
In  the  majority  tongue  of  Canada,  and 
that  takes  a long  time  in  some  cases,  they 
are  cut  off  from  all  reading  matter  except 
yirh  as  may  be  printed  in  their  native 
language.  This  is  not  good  either  for  them 
or  for  this  country,  for  they  become  easy 
prey  to  adverse  propaganda. 

There  Is  ample  evidence  that  Communists 
are  quick  to  take  advantage  of  this  situa- 
tion. In  many  communities  across  the 
country  European  language  newspapers  are 
produced  which  cater  to  the  Soviet  cause 
and  to  which  it  is  natural  that  these  new 
settlers  should  turn  for  Information.  Right 
from  the  start,  then,  the  road  to  true  Cana- 
dian cltlsenshlp  is  made  difficult  for  them, 


and  the  principles  that  should  attach  them 
tc  the  Canadian  way  of  life  are  seriously 
weakened.  Yet  the  fault  Is  not  funda- 
mentally those  of  non-English-speaking 
immigrants. 

The  issue  of  foreign  language  news- 
papers and  Journals  can  scarcely  be  pro- 
Kribed,  for  this  would  impinge  on  a basic 
right  and  do  Injury  to  many  reputable  pub- 
lications. Some  steps  towards  eliminating 
unscrupulous  and  false  propaganda  could 
be  token,  however,  were  Communists  to  be 
outlawed  by  statute.  The  problem  of  secur- 
ing a fair  start  for  displaced  persons  and 
other  Central  Europeans  In  Canada  is  just 
one  more  argument  for  positive  action  of 
this  nature.  Until  CommunisU  are  barred 
by  law  from  engaging  In  many  of  their 
present  activities  It  will  remain  easy  for 
them  to  operate  with  an  impunity  that  long 
since  should  have  been  curbed. 


Ttro-Honr  Riot,  Eggs  Throu  n and  No  Arrests 


T T Is  a little  difficult  to  understand  what 
I may  be  the  state  of  public  order  at 
Shawlnigan  Falls,  Quebec,  when  mem- 
bers of  a religious  sect  are  raided  by  hood- 
lums. stones  and  eggs  thrown  and  windows 
smashed,  some  forty  people  ushered  from 
the  besieged  building  by  the  police,  and 
nobody  brought  to  book  for  a two-hour 
rioting.  It  is  beyond  credence  that  the 
police  did  not  see  the  law  being  broken, 
and  could  not  identify  some  at  least  of  the 


culprits  Involved  in  a disgraceful  affair. 
The  comment  of  the  mayor  that  the  incl 
dent  was  regrettable  but  unavoidable,  and 
that  he  regards  the  matter  as  now  closed 
seems  a somewhat  bland  waiving  of  the 
fact  that  this  was  a very  distinct  breach  of 
the  King’s  peace.  Religious  intolerance  Is 
worse  than  hoodlumlsm.  If  freedom  mearw 
anything  it  must  imply  the  freedom  of  all 
people  In  Canada  to  worship  as  they  see  fit. 
The  "Incident"  may  be  over,  but  it  certainly 
Is  not  "closed." 


Nurses  Thanked  for  Gallantry  in  Epidemic 


The  Provincial  Government  made  a 
graceful  gesture  in  presenting  special 
medallions  this  week  to  two  public 
health  nurses  who  risked  their  lives  to  save 
the  Inhabitants  of  an  Indian  village  struck 
down  by  diphtheria  In  Halfway  Valley,  an 
isolated  post  far  In  the  north.  Here,  as 
the  citation  stated,  was  courage  greatly 
beyond  the  normal  call  of  duty.  The  ac- 
tion was  carried  out  in  sub-sero  weather 


under  almost  hopeless  conditions  of  Isola- 
latlon  and  lack  of  help.  Yet  the  prompt- 
ness of  the  response  and  the  endurance 
which  was  brought  to  It  day  by  day  for  a 
considerable  period  stopped  the  epidemic 
and  saved  scores  of  live*.  The  congratula- 
tions of  the  Province  to  Miss  Amy  Wilson 
and  Mias  Allecn  Bond  will  be  re-echoed 
sincerely  throughout  British  Columbia. 
Theirs  was  a brave  and  warm-hearted  vic- 
tory against  extremely  formidable  odds.

Hard  to  Beat  Truman’s  Sixth  Year

WHEN  the  ships,  docks  and  good 
will  of  the  pioneering  Cana- 
dian Pacific  NavlgaUon  Company  were 
taken  over  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  and  became  part  of  the 
"World's  Greatest  Travel  System,"  at 
the  turn  of  the  century,  the  manager 
of  the  company's  BrlUah  Coliimhia 
fresh-water  Aeet  was  placed  in  charge 
of  the  coast  service. 

While  both  lake  and  coastal  steam- 
ship operations  of  those  days  had  a 
lot  In  common,  there  were  stiU  prob- 
lems not  so  common,  particularly  In 
connection  with  the  service  bidding 
for  patronage  on  the  Victoria  and 
Seattle  route.  On  the  lakes  compeU- 
Uon  was  not  a factor;  but  it  was  of 
considerable  importance  In  the  case 
of  the  bid  the  Puget  Bound  NavlgaUon 
Company  was  making  for  traffic  with 
Its  better  than  ordinary  boats. 

Captain  John  Irving  and  his  C.P.N. 
Company  had  been  kept  busy  meeUng 
the  competition  with  the  vessels  avail- 
able for  the  SeatUe  service;  but  these 
were  not  quite  good  enough  for  Cap- 
tain J.  W.  Troup.  He  would  have  Uked 
the  Islander,  lost  in  Lynn  CanaL  He 
had  hli  own  Ideas,  too.  of  the  type  of 
ship  which  would  appeal  to  the  tripper 
and  traveler  when  he  took  over. 

* * « 

Captain  Troup  saw  great  posslbUi- 
tles  In  a well -scheduled  trlanglt 
service— Seattle.  Victoria.  Vancouver— 
and  his  plans  were  evidently  approved 
by  his  company.  So.  largely  after  his 
ovm  ideas,  there  was  launched  at 
Newcaslle-on-Tyne  in  1M2  a smart 
craft  which  was  christened  Princess 
Victoria,  although  some  wise  onta  of 
Victoria's  waterfront  had  another 
name  for  her— “Troup's  Polly.” 

That  was  almost  fifty  years  ago. 
How  many  times  the  “Old  Vie"  has 
paid  for  herself  since  coming  to  the 
coast  and  inaugurating  the  triangle 
aervlce  and  other  runs,  is  known  only 
to  officials  of  Canadian  Pacific  Steam- 
ships; but  it  U safe  for  an  outsider 
to  say  several  times  anyway.  And  the 
end  Is  not  yet.  although  some  are 
guessing  1850  will  be  her  last  year 
flying  the  house-flag  of  the  steam- 
ship company. 

The  "Vic"  will  take  the  Vancouver- 
Nanaimo  aervlce  this  season.  She  will 
undoubtedly  prove  as  popular  as  ever. 
Hull  experts  slate  her  steel  Is  still  In 
excellent  condition  and  engineers 
claim  her  steam  propulsion  units, 
originally  Intended  for  a BrlUah 
man-of-war.  arc  as  good  as  when  they 
were  InsUlIed.  Be  all  this  as  it  may. 
thU  graceful,  speedy  'Trlnceas"  will 
probably  steam  a good  many  more 
miles  before  the  is  broken  up.

When  the  Princess  Victoria  made 
the  long  trip  from  the  Tyne  to  Vic- 
toria via  Cape  Horn  what  superstruc- 
ture there  was  was  pretty  well  “boxad** 
in,  Much  of  her  upper  works  were 
completed  here;  and  when  she  really 
got  into  the  service  and  "hit  her 
stride"  she  became  immensely  popular 
and  the  talk  of  more  than  one  North- 
west waterfront  town  when  she  began 
making  the  odd  burst  of  speed  and 
outdistancing  craft  operated  on  rival 
schedules. 

'nitre  was  the  lime  #hen  the  *'Vic" 
set  a record  of  three  honrt  between 
Beattie  and  Victoria.  That  was  In 
1908.  A short  Umt  after  she  made  a 
dock-to-dock  run  from  Victoria  to 
Vancouver  in  three  hours  and  twenty- 
seven  mlnutea.  That  performance,  so 
I understand,  has  never  been  beaten: 
but.  It  ts  sUted,  she  wlU  be  good  for 
around  eighteen  knots  If  required  any 
time  this  Summer. 

Whether  built  at  Newcaa'Je,  Qlaa- 
gow  or  Belfast,  the  skUl  of  Old  Coun- 
try artisans  in  shaping  ahipe,  fumiab- 
ing  them  with  engines  and  a long  life 
was  recognised  and  applauded  wher- 
ever Barine-mlnded  folk  happened 
to  get  together  In  the  past.  If  the 
Mffle  standard  of  workmanship  that 
went  into  the  Victoria  Is  perpetuated, 
the  BrKiah  ahipbuUder  need  fear  no

WASHINGTON.  — Chairman  WU- 
liam  H Boyle  Jr.,  of  the  Dem- 
ocraUc  NaUonal  Commltue  prcdlcu 
tha$  peace  wUl  be  the  main  objecUve  . 
of  President  Harry  Truman  In  hU 
sixth  year  In  office. 

The  President  ended  hb  fifth  year 
as  the  nation's  chief  executive  this 
week  and  started  on  his  sixth  year  on 
Wednesday.  He  will  be  68  years  old 
on  May  I, 

"1  think  his  main  effort  this  coming 
year  will  be  directed  for  peace."  said 
Boyle  in  an  Interview.  *1  know  that 
his  most  fervent  hopes  and  efforts  and 
prayers  are  for  peace." 

The  DemocraUe  chairman,  an  old 
Missouri  friend  of  Mr.  Truman's,  says 
he  cannot  divulge  any  specifle  steps 
the  President  wUl  make  during  the 
year  but,  he  adds,  he  knows  that  peace 
win  be  No.  1 on  the  agenda. 

“Keeping  a firm  front  against  Com- 
munism will  come  first.  Where  we 
have  stopped  CommunisU  so  far.  It 
has  been  done  by  the  Truman  doc- 
trine." Boyle  declares. 

DoroesUcally.  Boyle  thinks  a long- 
range  farm  program,  which  will  be 
of  benefit  to  fanners  and  consumers, 
will  be  most  imporunt  and  the  thing 
the  admlnUtratlon  will  push  most  in 
the  coming  year. 

•T  think  thU  prosperity  we  ve  been 
having  has  been  the  President’s  big- 
gest accomplishment.  *I  know  that's 
one  thing  the  President  will  continue 
to  strive  for,"  he  adds. 

Boyia  says  the  President  is  in  “top 
physical  shape"  for  the  coming  year 


and  has  bMn  getting  a lot  of  sunablnt 
and  a lot  of  good  out  of  bis  vacation 
at  Key  West, 

Boyle  sums  up  the  past  presidential 
year  this  way: 

*Tbe  President  has  kept  America 
stronger  and  more  prosperous  than  It 
has  been  in  years.  He  has  shown  us 
that  we  don't  have  to  have  that  ool- 
lapae  everybody  predicted." 

On  Capitol  HUl.  Mr.  Truman's  con- 
gressional leaders  think  the  President 
wUl  fare  better  this  coming  year  and 
hU  chances  to  get  the  bulk  of  hU 
Pair  Deal  program  on  the  legislative 
books  wlU  be  greatly  improved. 

The  fUrt  of  the  President's  sUth 
year  coincides  almost  to  the  week 
with  the  start  of  the  second  half  of 
the  present  aesslon  of  the  81st  Demo- 
craUe Congress. 

In  the  first  half.  Congreaa  has  been 
rather  rough  oa  the  President's  pro- 
gram. Leas  than  half  a dosen  of  34 
ipeclflc  legislative  propoaala  Mr.  Tru- 
man laid  before  the  lawmakers  last 
January  have  been  adopted. 

But  Senate  Majority  Leader  Scott 
Lucas,  of  lUinois,  says  things  will  be 
different  In  the  second  half.  He  pre- 
dlcU  that  "a  great  deal"  of  Mr.  Tru- 
man's program  wUl  be  enacted  in  this 
ataslon. 

Housa  Speaker  Bam  Rayburn,  of 
Texas,  agrees  with  him.  He  poinu 
out  that  In  last  year’s  leulon,  about 
two-thirds  of  the  pending  admtnUtra- 
tlon  program  was  not  passed  until  the 
final  weeks. 

The  prospecU  are  that  Mr.  Tru- 
man's batting  average  will  improve  a 
great  deal  in  the  second  half,  say 
these  administration  stalwarts. 


Economy  at  Last 

(Prom  The  Winnipeg  Pree  Press) 


OTHER  provinces  wlU  note  with  in- 
Urest  the  sudden  attempt  of 
Brltah  Columbia.  Canada's  ouUtand- 
Ing  spendthrift,  to  economize. 

Evidently  appalled  at  lU  own  budget 
of  $106,000,000,  the  British  Columbia 
Oovemment  has  decided,  rather  late, 
to  find  out  where  all  the  money  is 
going-  During  tha  next  year  a firm 
of  efficiency  experta,  having  already 
effected  large  economies  in  one  minor 
branch  of  government,  will  explore 
the  other  departments. 

By  eliminating  waste  and  duplica- 
tion of  official  personnel  the  Oovern- 
enunent  hopes  to  save  large  suma 
Meanwhile,  to  the  same  end,  it  will 
attempt  to  overhaul  its  boapltal  In- 
surance scheme  which,  launched  with- 
out adequate  preparation,  has  been 
accumulating  deflclta  of  about  $3.- 
000,000  a year.  Pinally,  by  abandon- 
ing its  provincial  police  force  and 
arranging  with  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  to  enforce  the  law  in 
British  Columbia,  the  Oovemment 


hopes  to  eave  at  iaast  $1,600,000  a 
year. 

All  these  steps  indicaU  a belated 
awakening  to  the  fact  that  even  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  rich  as  It  is,  cannot  go 
on  increasing  Its  expenditures  at  the 
rate  of  recent  years.  For  the  revenues 
which,  up  to  now,  have  covered  the 
present  gigantic  axpendllurts  are  pro- 
duced by  an  unprecedented  boom 
which  may  not  last  much  longer.  The 
least  recession  in  bualnass  could 
quickly  reduce  the  Oovemmenl’s  rev- 
enues and  unbalance  the  budget. 

British  Columbia  suffered  this  dras- 
tic experience  before,  almost  to  the 
point  of  bankruptcy,  and  doea  not 
wish  to  repeat  it.  It  U satlafaclory 
to  hear  that,  for  the  first  time  in  the 
last  decade,  a real  attempt  at  economy 
is  being  launched  by  Canada's  third 
province.  It  can  be  profitably  ob- 
served by  other  provinces  which  havt 
not  Indulged  in  BrlUah  Columbia’s 
extravagances  but  which  do  not  pos- 
sets BrlUah  Columbia’s  per  capiu 
Income.

Windy  City  " for  many  ycara 
Judging  by  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  days  on  which  wind  blew  during 
the  past  three  years,  Victoria  has 
sioian  the  UUe.  Victorians  have  al- 
ways marveled  at  the  large  amount 
of  rain  that  fails  at  Vancouver,  and 
Mainland  residents  have  never  ceased 
to  «*ondcr  why  there  U so  much  mora 

wind  at  Victoria Presumably  many 

of  the  large  number  of  teen-aged 
boys  who  roam  city  streets  at  night 
are  school  students.  Assuming  that 
some  of  them  are  those  who  run  afoul 
of  the  law.  it  might  be  a good  idea 
for  their  school  teachers  to  give  them 
sufficient  homework  to  keep  the  lads 
home  four  or  five  nighia  a week. 
However,  it  appears  that  homework 
Is  considered  old  fashioned  in  the 
modem  schdoi  curriculum.  Second 
and  third-year  high  school  aludenia 
often  had  to  do  two  to  three  hours 
homework  36  years  ago,  and  It  appears 
to  many  who  remember  those  days 
that  it  kept  the  youths  out  of  mis- 
chief. It  is  a sad  commentary  on 
modern  civilization  that  so  many 
parents  have  so  little  control  over 
their  children,  and  also  do  not  seem 
to  worry  much  about  It.  Some  par- 
ents have  even  been  heard  to  remark: 
“They  are  only  young  once,  let  them 
have  a good  time."  . . . “Now  If  I wera 
mayor  of  the  city,  I should  pay  mora 
attention  to  the  enterUlnment  of 
Important  visitors  who  threw  soma 
weight  in  their  own  communlUes  and 
could  return  home  with  valuabia 
word-of-mouth  advertising,"  Bill  tha 
Broad  Street  barber,  told  Barber  Ben 
during  a debate  in  the  shop  on  muni- 
cipal poliUcs.  *T  doubt  it  If  you 
were  mayor  you  would  probably  pre- 
sent a visitor  with  the  key  to  the 
city,  and  then  change  the  lock."
